Pc.rry declared that charges of violation of the Liquor Laws in 


Madison, Milwaukee and other Wisconsin cities have been "grossly 


• exaggerated." 


Commissioner Haynes seemed satisfied -,vith his report. 
Haynea 


himself has admitted in public statements during the past few months 
that Wisconsin is one of the banner states of the country from the 
stand-point of dry law enforcement. 


Director Perry conferred at length with permit bureau chiefs and 


other subordinates in the prohibition office. 
He submitted a report 


showing that one druggist and one physician in Milwaukee have had 
their permits to fill liquor prescriptions revoked because of improper 
use of blanks. Reports had been given out. Perry stated, indicating 
that more than a score of Milwaukee physicians were involved but 
the investigation just finished, he said, failed to establish these 
charges. 


Perry said he is not seeing appointment as permanent dircgtor 
but will accept it if tendered.

Resolution Passes 
Both 


Houses; Expense of 


Event Deplored 


The use of the state capitol for 
the junior prom was assured yester- 
day when a resolution inviting the 
class ,1:to use the state house was 
passed by the asserrtbly. The sen- 
ate^ passed the resolution Wednes- 
day night. 


The passage was forced through 


only after a short debate, in which 
opposition to a capitol prom showed 
that it has been growing rapidly. 
Thejranks of those "not'in favor of 
extending the invitation started to. 
grow a week ago with the arrival 6s 
the assemblymen 'in Madison. 


The prom committee, under the 


direction of Chairman Gordon B. 
Wanzer and WiJber Wittenberg, as- 
sistant general chairman, has been 
busy for the past month explaining 
the situation to the legislators. 


The joint resolution, as passed by 


the senate, came before the assem- 
bly early yesterday morning.; Im- 
mediately after it was taken up, 
Assemblyman Freehoff of Wauke- 
'sha announced that he had drawn 
.up a resolution to forbid the use of 
the 
capitol for prom. He" then 


moved that the favorable resolution 
be tabled until Tuesday and that a 
committee of investigation be set 
to work on it immediately. 


Freehoff was then informed by 


Speaker John M. Dahl that he had 
made two motions in one and would 
either have to move that the reso- 
lution be investigated or tabled. 


A motion to defer the matter 


until next week was defeated by a 
vote of 66 to 23. The assembly 
then passed the resolution as sub- 
mited "on request" by Senator Hu- 
ber, Dane county, by a viva vbce 
vote. 


The resolution was strongly sup- 


ported by Assemblyman Herman 
Sachtjen, Madison, who declared 
that the opposition was trying to 
kill the resolution by introducing a 
motion under which . no argument 
could' occur. 
"For some reason the opposition 


is out to kill the motion," Sachtjen 
dedlared. ""It 
merits 
discussion 


right now and here and should not 
be delayed."

"We^ deplore the fact that - the 


prom is -such an expensive affair 
and that is the whole reason for any 
objection to" it," Senator Huber as- 
serted in discussing the resolution. 
"We^will gladly invite the junior 
;lass to use the capitol if it show.-! 
industrious effort in attempts to 
uurb unnecessary expenses. 
They 


should realize that unless expenses 
are cut it can not go on as it is. 
Prom is killing itself."

ELEMENTS OF FOOD 


Some time a,7o we had a short 


article on the latest discovery -jn 
necessary food elements, the vita- 
mines. 
Perhaps it would not be 


amiss to give a few facts about the 
ones we have known about so long 
that we are almost afraid of bor- 
ing our readers. 


There are five food substances or 


food principles. They are: Protein, 
fnt, carbohydrates, water and min- 
eral matter. 
A foo-1 may contain 


all live of these substances or it 
may contain just one or more of 
them. 
Each one hag a different 


function to perform in the body. 


Proteins are the only foods that 


build new tissues. 
Tliey can also 


create heat and energy, hut it is 
the muscle building function for 
which proteins are principally used 
in the diet. 
The principle protein 


foods are meat, fish, poultry, egg 
white, milk, cheese, peas, beans, Jen- 
tils, nuts. 


The fats and carbohydrates are 
heat giving and energy producing 
foods. 
Fats, however, yield more 
heat to the body than do carbohy- 
drates. 
Under 
the 
carbohydrate 


.group come the -starches and su- 
gars. Starches arc in cereals, flour, 
bread and vegetables. Sugars, cane, 
beet and maple, honey and fruits. 
Fats aro of two kinds, . buttur, 


lard, cream, suet, tallow and egg- 
yolk might be called the animal, 
fats, and the vegetable oils such 


cocoanut. 


V/ater is found in all fruits and 


vegetables, beverages and milk. ' 


Under minerals are classed iron, 


calcium, chlorine, 
sodium,, flo-rine, 


and 
silicon, 
iodine, magnesium, 


phosphorus, and sulphur. Iron is 
contained in peas, beans, apples, 
spinach, lettuce, potatoes, wheat, 
beef and egg yolk. 
Calcium in 


milk, eggs, cereals, radishes, aspar- 
agus and spinash. Chlorine is con- 
tained in common .salt. 
Sodium in 


salt and animal foods. 
We find 


flourine and silicon in vegetables 
and cereals, iodine in fish, magnes- 
ium in the same foods as calcium, 
phosphorus in cereals, eggs, milk, 
meat, peas and beans. And sulphur 
is found in egg whites, wheat and 
peas. 


Each of these elements is neces- 


sary to our well, being and should 
be included in our diet. A large 
part of our body weight is due to 
water and a large'amount of water 
should be taken in. 
The -greater 


part of this avater is taken in the 
form of beverages, but there arc 
very few foods that we eat that do 
not contain it. We need water for 
the blood and other body fluids to 
aid in digestion and absorption, and 
for reflating tho temperature of 
the body.

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Couzens Paralyzes The 


Old Guard 


W 


HEN James Couzens, Detroit's 
fighting mayor, was appointed to 


the senate several months ago, the Old 
Guard chiefs in Washington were hope- 
ful that they had made the best possible 
trade for the man he succeeded—Tru- 
man H. Newberry. 


Couzens is worth $40,000,000 and 


members of the senate who bow to the 
influence of wealth did not see how so 
rich a man could advocate anything real- 
ly "radical" or "socialistic". 


This week, Senator Couzens issued a 


public statement which has shaken the 
Old Guard senators to their boots. He 
is out for government ownership and 
operation of the railroads, precisely as. 
he advocated—and successfully put into 
operation—the- policy of municipal own- 
ership and operation of Detroit's traction 
system. 


Conzens is a man of few words and 


does not mince xnattei's in dealing with 
the president's recent message to con- 
gress in which he forgot the Esch-Cum- 
mins law, which he has praised as a 
"great piece of constructive legislation", 
and blamed present transportation con- 
ditions on the "supreme folly" of gov- 
ernment operation during the war. 


Answering the president, and serving 


notice that "government 
ownership is 


coming, and coming fast," Senator Couz- 
ens says in his public statement: 


The outstanding unsolved problem affecting 


the United States at this time is- undeniably tho 
matter of transportation, which involves car 
supply, more lines and more terminal facilities. 


The New York Chamber of Commerce at its 


monthly meeting, January 4, 1923, authorized 
the issuance of a preamble and set of resolu- 
tions which agree as to the problem, and point 
out that in the failure of the railroads there 
is great danger of a violent reaction towards 
government ownership. It commends the Pres- 
ident for the way he dealt with tho matter in 
his message to Congress. 


The President says in his message that "gov- 


ernment operation does not afford the cure" I 
note that he is silent on the subject of gov- 
ernment ownership. 
Perhaps; the President 


would agree that that would affect the cure. 


The President, says it was government oper- 


ation that brought us to the very order of 
things against which we now rebel, and we are 
etill liquidating the cost of that supreme folly, 
fout I note the absence of proof to sustain that 
conclusion. 


The. President further suggests that the gen- 
' ius of the railway builders has not become ex- 


tinct among the railroad managers. The genius 
of the railway builders has become apathetic 
tecause there are no great rewards like there 
osed to be in the pioneer days of railway build- 
ing, so they are not exercising their genius, if 
they have any left, so as to create new econo- 
mies- and new efficiencies. 


Let iis see for a moment t)he various condi- 


tions under which the railroads have operated. 
Beginning with my first lecollection of the rail- 
roads, they had a free hand to develop, make 
rates (but mostly rebates), compete, agree and 
disagree among themselves without much, if 
any, public or governmental interference or 
regulations; thi? in spite of the fact that they 
secured their right to -exist from' the govern- 
ment, whose franchise gave them the right of 
eminent domain and the right to tax the peo- 
ple, for after all that is wh'at freight rates 
really are. This nonreguiative method brought 
at>out great chaos and enables the large ship- 
pers of the country to get preferential rates 
end thereby crush out the smaller competitors'. 


During the Roosevelt administration there 


was a great public upheaval and a demand for 
the changing of these cor.ditions. This demand 
was satisfied for the ti)r.° being by the estab- 
lishment of ways and means for regulating the 
railroad?. 
This plan was carried along with 


more or less success, but not by any means 
satisfactorily to the public. 


We had this until the railroads failed com- 


pletely during tho war and the government 
was compelled to take them over to enable this 
country to do its part in the winning of the 
war. 


It is not ir.y intention, in this brief statement 


to commit on the government's handling of the 
railroads during and after the war^but simply 
to say that it would make interesting reading 
to show a comparison of what the railroads 
did during the war and what private industry 
did to :the government during the war. 


If the government failed in the handling of 


the railroads, certainly private' industry failed 
in the handling of its part of producing aero- 
planes, munitions and training camps on the 
cost plus plan. 


It is an interesting pastime of business- to 


throw mud at the government in all of its ac- 
tivities, yet I am safe in saying1 that a com- 
parison of the methods, failures and successes 
of private industries would show up worse in 
comparison with governmental' activities. This 
comparison will undoubtedly be wade;'in the 
.near future-to show to the public ay* real facts-. 


The present railway condition IB woiouibtedly 


alarming and if this country is to tttv* und not 


be stifled to death -by lack of transportation to 
take care of its continued.growth -'of popul»- 
tion and the increased needa of the people, 
something has got to be done and done illicitly. 


Capital will not continue to invest in rail- 


roads under present management and present 
rates and regulations governing income. 


Whether government ownership and opera- 


tion is the solution is to be seen, but it. looks a» 
though, it was coming and coming fast. 


The mere talcing over of-the railroads by the 


government is not the solution. -If the govern- 
ment takes them over, the important question 
is under what plan they are taken over and at' 
what cost, and under what'system of control 
and management. 
. 
„ 
' 


Those problems have got to be solved and 


apparently there is no other body empowered 
to solve them than the Congress of the United 
States. 
If the railroads themselves, if manu- 


facturers, merchants, or farmers or other great 
users of the railroads have plans for the so- 
lution of the problem, the solution must mean,' 
first of all, more capital for expansions and 
assurancej that we will have more efficient and 
economical management 


It is interesting to note that on Friday last 


the American Railway Association issued a 
statement that the movement of revenue freight 
was the heaviest at this time of the year in all 
history. Even with this' enormous traffic-and 
with the enormous freight rates they showed an 
earning power in November of only 4.46 per 
cent of their tentative valuation. 
With this 


showing coupled with a consistent demand for 
•lower rates, to whom is the country, to look-to 
for more capital to take care of expansion?

OUT THE KNIVES 


[To the Editor:] — In answer to A. A. Tro- 


jahn's letter, in which he upholds the state- 
ments of the gentlemen from Chippewa Falls, 
I must state that I am unable to see where Mr. 
Trojahn's letter contains any argument against 
the One Buck Law. His comparisons are like 
those of a very young school boy, when he 
compares deer hunting with the following. He 
says, "It would be just as reasonable to place 
a group of Mack Sennett bathing beauties in 
tights on a street corner and expect the male 
sex of the human species, the octogenarian in- 
cluded, not to look as they pass by. The pro- 
pensity to look is simply there, and all the 
Thou-Shalt-Not ever, decreed will not check 
that propensity." The One Buck law does not 
forbid the looking at does, it forbids the kill- 
ing of them. 


Mr. Trojahn: You admit that in the two 


seasons you hunted deer, you never killed one; 
admit that you shot at a number and as far 
as you have 
been 
able to determine, they 


weren't all bucks either. 
You say you are a 


game conservatist yet in the above you con- 
tradict your statement. My contention is that 
a hunter, who shoots at a doe or fawn during 
a closed season for does and fawns, has no 
respect for a:iy deer law. Then why oppose 
the One Buck law? To this class of hunters 
it is immaterial what deer law we have. You 
say and try to show that the thirty-eight out 
of thirty-nine states, who have adopted the 
buck law,, made asses of themselves by com- 
paring them with thirty-eight women wearing 
corsets and one prefering- to go without. 
In 


your opinion your knowledge regarding the 
deer law is greater than that of the Conserva- 
tion Commissioners, legislators and the major- 
ity of the sportsmen, who -have made a study 
of the Buck law throughout almost the entire 
United States and Canada'. As to' your- other 
arguments, they bear about as much sense as 
the above and it would be a waste of time to 
mention them. 


Your slam at the . Conservation Commis- 


sion and its wardens is to be expected. 
Our 


department is a law enforcing one and your 
assertion that "the deer you shot at were not 
a>ll bucks, either" indicates that you do not re- 
spect the deer law. 


In several instances in your letter, when 


you 
mention 
the 
• conservation warden 
of 


Rhinelander, you add "who has .jurisdiction ov- 
er three counties." I am at a loss to see where 
you obtained 
such 
information; 
surely 
not 


from my previous letter. Please read carefully 
and do not misrepresent. You'also say that I 
inserted a bit of T. N. T., which explodes my 
own, statement, when I say, "deer of both sexes 
have increased wonderfully 
within the last 


few years." You say I should have said "Does 
increased wonderfully". In answer,'I will say 
that this T. N. T., as- you call it, fails- to ex- 
plode the argument as I meant just what I 
said. I explained this in my previous letter but. 
for the benefit of .those who did not read the 
same I will' state briefly why both sexes have' 
increased. The last two seasons, deer hunting 
began Nov. 13th, which was earlier than in 
past years. The 1921 season was a hard one to 
hunt in, part of it beinfpcolcl and weather con- 
ditions in general were not .favorable 
for 


hunting, consequently, a lot of deer were sav- 
ed. The first part of the last season we had no 
snow and hunters were unable to track deer to 
their hiding places; then the first three days 
o£ snow, deer did not move unless scared out 
by hunters.. These weather conditions and the 
One Buck law saved a lot of deer, especially 
does. 
Statistics show that every doe saved 


means two and one-half deer saved for the fol- 
lowing year, the 
off-cast 
being more buck 


fawns than doe fawns. Then why haven't both 
iscxes increased? 


I dislike getting personal in arguments 


and would not, had you not began slamming 
the Conservation Comma'ssion and its wardens. 
Hereafter, should1 you. wish to argue the One 
Buck law, please confine it to points for or 
against the law.

Bishop Lawrence Says Church Hasn't Met 


Need For Forceful Clergy 


Answering the question, "what is wrong 


with the .ministry," in a recent" interview Bis- 
hop William Lawrence of Massachusetts -says: 


"The church hasn't yet. met the need for a 


vigorous forceful 'ministry. 
It is about time 


that the church woke up to the idea that al- 
though there are hundreds- of strong, high- 
minded- spiritual leaders in the '-ministry, arid 
thousands 
on thousands 
of good, faithful, 


somewhat, narrow and uninteresting parsons, 
there ought to be a lift of the standard all 
along the line. 


"Now that the ranks of the ministry have 


.been thinned there is great danger lest those 
in authority call in men -of second and third 
class ability—pious, no doubt, but better 
as 


mechanics and clerks than as parsons. 
We 


must make. the outstanding young men realize 
that the ministry offers an opportunity for 
service and leadership second to no career. We 
must raise instead1 of lowering the -standards of 
entrance to our theological schools and seek the 
best trained and best qualified young men. 


'The .man in the street thinks all minister 


are wishy-washy; that they are "preaching what 
they don't believe to hold their jobs; that they 
are engaged in stringing together stock phras- 
es without defining their meaning. It is useless 
for me to protest that w-hat these people say 
isn't true. Thousands on thousands are think- 
ing as those people think and they probably 
have some ground for their opinions. Perhaps 
some narrow minded uninteresting parson 
struck one or the other of them wrong when' 
they were young, when they were'a little free 
in their manners or after a good time and they 
have cut parson and church ever since; they 
judge, all by one. 
Then they read newspaper- 


headlines "that feature every pariah row and 
weakness of ministers, and that seldom men- 
tion the ninety-nine sensible,, faith'fui men. 


"People have the wrong idea of theological 


seminaries. They think of them as dry-as-dust 
places where students- go into retirement 
for 


three years' discussion 
of dead theological 


questions, -^s a matter of fact, the study and 
work. that .goes'on in the .theological schools 
are vital to the life of the church; they effect 
the thought of every .man, woman and child in 
the country. 
Just as'.science has. its research, 


laboratories in schools of medicine, so religion 
must maintain its laboratories in the theologi- 
cal schools." 


Bishop Lawrence is heading a campaign 


to add $1,000,000 to the 
endowment- of • the 


Episcopal Theological School, - affiliated with 
Harvard.

the prospective ' Y'sconsin • Enquirer, (whose 
initial number appeared on the .8th of Novem- 
ber, lS3S)/had "b.rdere.d-a press and material 
from Buffalo to come by way of the Great 
Lakes to Green Bay, and thence up Fox river 
on barges to Fort Winnebago, whence it was 
to have been carted overland to Madison. 


The shipping bill appeared in due time, 


but weeks passed and nothing was heard of 
the material. 


Finally, Mr. Noonan engaged a. messenger 


to go by pony to Fort Winnebago to make in- 
quiry. 
If nothing- were, heard there Mr. Hyer 


was to continue to Green Bay. No clearly de- 
fined track led to the Fort, but from there ran 
a jr^od military road. At the Fort information 
was gained which led to the> conclusion that 
the press and its accompaniments had been 
thrown overboard' in a storm on Lake Huron, i 
off Mackinaw, but it was months after the un- j 
fortunate event before its fate was definitely 
confirmed..
